'FINDER' SYSTEM 
A number of amateurs involved in 
Emergency Communications in the Santa 


Clara Valley have developed a_ system 
for finding out the welfare of the 
family of an emergency responder 
during a widespread disaster. Its 
called 'FINDER' which stands for 
Family INformation Database for 
Emergency Responders. FINDER is 


simple to use. Emergency Responders 
and their families access the service 


by filling out a simple information 
card at any fire station. All 
information is keyed to the family's 
telephone number. Using digital 
radio techniques and computers, ARES 
operators can sift through thousands 
of people to find out information 
about a specific family. Using 
alternate power sources and amateur 


frequencies, amateurs can provide the 
FINDER service without tying up 
critical communications channels or 


relying on commercial power.
